Nearly one-half of the taxes levied 


in tbe State of North Dakota during 
the 31 years of state-hood have been 
levied in the last five years, according 
to statistics of the office of the state 
tax commissioner. 
. Taxes amounting to $145,250,707 
have been levied since M17 or 42.78 
iper cent of the total tax burden since 
statehood while $194^99,005, or 57.22 
per cant was incurred prior to 1917. 


A remarkable increase in the> tax 


burden since North Dakota became a 
state in 1389 is shown by the compil- 
ations. 
from 1890 to 1899 inclusive, tax 
levies amounted to $li26.19<M56. 


During the tea year period—1900 to 


H909 inclusive—taxes amounted 
to 


$&9,S83,U5. During the six year per- 
iod—14»10 to 1916 inclusive—total tax- 
es amounted to $86,6*4,5$) and during 
the last tlve years total tax levies 
have amounted to $128/050,822. 


How They Jumped 
Total taxes levied between 
1890 


and 1816 inclusive amounted to $172,- 
758,040 and during the five year por- 
lod—1017 to 1921 inclusive—total tax 
lovies have amounted to $128,OoO,ffi«i. 
Ol the total taxes levied in tne state 
in the Sl-year-period since statehood, 
42.57 per cent has been levied in the 
last five years, while 57.43 per cent 
was levied in tha 26-year period prior 
to 1917. Including all special state- 
tax collections, fees and license col- 
lections and interest and income col- 
lections from endowment funds, the 
total cost of government since state- 
hood amounts to $38®,579,712. A to- 
tal of $1>94,299003< or 57.22 per cent, 
was incurred prior to 1917 and $145,- 
2180,707, or 42.78 per Cent has been 
incurred in tbe last five years. 
The per capita general property 


tax burden of the state decreased 
ftom $11.»4 in 1890 to $9.96 in 1399 
and gradually increased from then 
to 1<910 when it amounted to $16.07, 
an increase of 61 per cent in 11 years. , 
Between 19W and 1916 it increased 
54.4 per cent bringing the per capita 
burden up to $24.81.

Moscow, May 24.—The Communist 


party—the rroletarian oligarchy which 
controls the Russian Soviet govern- 
ment—Is becoming more and more a 
closed corporation, as difficult of en- 
trance as t!ie most exclusive Ameri- 
can club, or the higher degrees of the 
most secret lodges. 


The party was reduced last year to 


about 500,000 members by a rigid 
combing out process under which 
nearly 1-50,000 persons were expelled 
for various reasons. 
New rules for 


admission of new members to the par. 
ty, just'adopted by the llth All-Rus- 
sian Communist Congress, make it ex- 
ceedingly difficult for any persons, 
even the working men themselves, to 
enter it. 


Three categories of candidates ar3 


provided. The first, including actual 
workers and 'Red army soldiers who 
are of "workmen's origin" may enter 
the party by decision of local comm't 
tecs upon the recommendation of 
thrpp members of t'uree years' party 
f-xperjence, brit must 'sifrVe >a period 
of six months probati6'n<; Hefore being 
allowed,^ participate actively in pai 
ty affairs. 


The candidates from the second 


category, peasants and small shop or 
home workers who do not themselves 
exploit the labor of others, are ad- 
mitted on tho same general condition', 
providing the district party commit 
tees approve of'them and they serv3 
one year of probation. 


The third category, Including other 


persons, even those who have prevl 
ously been members of other parties, 
must receive the recommendation of 
<.VP npiihTs of Ive years' standing, be 
approved by the district comittces, and 
serve two years' probation. 


As all of the very high posts in the 


Russian government are held by <'oi:u 
munists and most of the more impor- 
tant subordinate positions are givei 
only to party men, the provisions of 
this last category would serve to ba.- 
other persons, even those desiring 
now to enter the party, from partici- 
pation in tho upper circles of the gov 
ernment.

The claim of John H. Bloom to the 


office of fish and game commissioner, 
which was declared vacant by Gov- 
ernor Nestos, will be decided upon 
questions of law, it was Indicated by 
District Judge W. L. Nuessle at tne 
conclusion of the hearing in district 
court here. Judge Nuessle asked at- 
torneys for both sides to present cita- 
tion of authorities as quickly as pos- 
sible, indicating his desire to make an 
early decision because of press oi 
ouikr business. 


Judge Nuessle outlined a tentative 


finding of facts in the case. Ho said 
.his tentative finding was that Bloom 
was appointed fish and game commis- 
sioner by former. Governor Frazier in 
April, 1921, that within a short time 
thereafter he made out and mailed 
*is oath of office from Devils Lake, 
that such oath of office was not re- 
ceived 'by the secretary of^tate, that 
Bioom. acted as .flsh and game com- 
missioner following liis appointment, 
that Governor Nestos had requested

Cross-examined by Attorney General

not there.

Next to the problems of feeding, the 


question of how to make the baby 
comfortable while he sleeps is the 
most puzzling of all hot weather prob- 
lems in the daily care of the baby.

should be found for the 
day-time 


naps.

in an upstairs bedroom. Quite often 
in the worst \veather a pallet on the 
floor of the living room will afford 
more comfort than any bed, but this 
selection of the best place for the 
baby* to sleep is one of those matters 
in which the judgment of the mother 
must be exercised.
